HEN laws are founded in wifdom, they reflec honour 

on the Legiflature ; when framed in ignorance, they 

expofe their authors to ridicule and derifion. In. forming 
them, efpecially in the impofing of taxations, a Government 
fhould pay great attention to the genius and circumftances of 
the people ; becaufe, if this is not regarded, the load may fit 
eafy on a few, but many will fink under the burden, Some of 
the late taxes have been much condemned ; but little or no 
complaint has been made again{t the one laid on Attormies. 
However, if the effects of it are confidered, it will be found to 
be a very unequal and oppreflive taxation. The greatelt part 
of the practitioners of the Jaw in Scotland are. not fo able:to 
pay the duties as thofe in England ; for the fees or payment 0 
the one is quite inconfiderable when compared with that of the 
_ other, In this country, the chief bufinefs of a fhire comimoa- 
ly lies in the hands of two or three. Procurators, whofe abilities 
may poflibly well entitle them to it, and who have, perhaps, 
practifed for a long time before the feveral Courts‘n the coun- 
ty; but yet, by this law, no more is exacted from them than 
from thofe whofe bufinefs is trifling and infignificant- 44S 
thefe few have the employment of the fub{tantial and rich, they 
are always well paid for their trouble; whereas the greater 
number of aétions that fall into the hands of the other agents 
are of little importance, and their payments are often of as ht- 
tle confequence. In fhort, what the onecan eafily pays the 
other is quite unable to afford ; for a man that can make 20° 
yearly, pays no more than he who does not make 301. or 40 I. 
This fhews the inequality of the tax, and that it muft prove 4 
prodigious burden on many. _Befides, it is not only oppreflives 
but impolitic. The writer of this will not be thought too mé- 
taphyfical in his reafoning if he fays, it is laying an embargo o” 
- learning, and putting f{cience in fetters. Al] manner of encou- 
ragement fhould be given to the three learned profeflions. N° 
tax fhould ever be laid on their members. They ought te be 
held ip efteem; and, if worthy citizens, they fhould be honout- 
ed and refpected. Is it not humiliating, that the practitioners 


like hunters, ale-fellers, and horfe-hirers ? Is .it not degrading 





in the law fhould now be obliged to take out an annual licenl¢ 


and proftituting that honourable profeflion? ‘The: writer of this 
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not pretend to be a financier 5 but he would beg leave to 


reaeet an alteration of the prefent tax. Initead of appointing 
= cele to be taken out annually, and half-a-crown to be paid 


for faing or defending every procefs where the fum is 40s. or 
upwards, he thinks it a much preferable {cheme to alter thefe 
claufes, and to lay one fhilling on every action that is fued or 
defended where the fum is above 20s. and below 4os.3; two 
fhillings on every one where the fum amounts to 40s. and is 
below 10 1. and five thillings on every one for 101]. or any fum 
above it. This is a fimple tax, and it would be more produc- 
tive than the prefent one, It would alfo remove the objections 
that lie againft it, becaufe every Attorney would pay propor- 
tionally according to his bufinefs 5 and none could complain of 
this, or think it opprefhve. A fhort time will thew the impro- 
priety. of the law as it now ftands. At prefent fome people 
feem to be infenfible. Thofe who with to apply for a redrefs 
of the grievance, thould cordially unite, and take every legal 
ftep to have the act repealed. The Minifter will liften to them. 
His intentions are always honeft and good. He has not for- 
got : 
“ That he has bought 
** Golden opinions from all forts of people, 
** Which fhould be worn in their newett glofs, 
* Not caft afide fo foon.” 


The advifers of this tax have not thoroughly weighed the 
matter, otherwife a little attention would have convinced them 
of its inequality. The neceflity, however, of altering or a- 
mending it is obvious, and fhould be confidered ; for human 
nature revolts at oppreflion, and the mind languifhes and de- 
{pairs when it can find no hopes of reward for its labour.
